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Elba Schools superintendent provides positive news to board 
members regarding multiple grant funding coming Elba’s way

The Elba Board of 
Education met Tuesday, 
Feb. 19, for the regular 
monthly meeting, and 
superintendent _ Chris 
Moseley had good reports 
regarding grants for board 
members. 

Moseley said the school 
system had received an 
approximate $4,000 RC&D 
(Resource Conservation 
and Development) Grant. 
He said this grant is tied in 
directly with the elemen- 
tary school playground 
project. 

Also regarding the play- 
ground, Moseley said 
everything had been turned 
in for a ADEM (Alabama 
Department of 
Environmental 
Management) Grant, and 
the school is pretty much 
approved for $8,000 in 
grant funds with this. He 
said these monies are tied 
directly to recycled tiring 
for the playground. 

Moseley said all this 
would be used along with 
funds from the TJ Fund, 


which was established by 
the Wicker Family. He said 
they had _ specifically 
requested funds for this go 
towards the playground 
project at the elementary 
school. 

Moseley said a lot of 
work is going 
into the play- 
ground. He 
said the 
work on 
this proj- 
ect would 
need to be 
timed well to 
avoid disrupting 
school as much as possible. 

“I want to do the best I 
can not to disrupt them as 
much as possible,” 
Moseley said. 

However, he said a lot 
would depend on when the 
workers can get to the proj- 
ect. He also noted that 
some work definitely 
would need to be complet- 
ed prior to Oct. Ist for 
funding purposes. 

Moseley said Elba City 
Schools also had received a 
$100,000 grant as part of 
the ~ McKinney-Vento 


Homeless Assistance 
Grant. 

He said this grant allows 
for 40 percent of the fund- 
ing to go towards person- 
nel. 

“That’s big for us as you 
all know,” 
Moseley said to 
board members. 

He said the rest 
‘of the grant’ monies 
would be spread out 
into different 
areas, but a 
large portion 
would be 
used for technolo- 


gy. 

“We hope to build a lab 
at the high school,” he said. 
“With all the testing and 
things going on at the high 
school, that is the dire need 
right now.” 

Along with that, Moseley 
said the school system had 
received 30 free computer 
desks from Vestavia Hills. 
He said that school had 
offered them online, and 
Elba was the first to make 
contact. He gave props to 
chief financial officer 
Valiece McKelvy for notic-

Coffee County Commission approves policy for off 
duty security services work involving sheriff's deputies

The Coffee County 
Commission held a rather 
routine meeting Monday, 
Feb. 25, in New Brockton, 
with no real surprises com- 
ing to light. 

County administrator 
Rod Morgan had only one 
item /to commissioners to 
consider during the meet- 
ing. He said the group had 
been discussing in work 
sessions the need for a res- 
olution that gives approval 
from the commission for 
off duty officers to use their 
county-issued equipment 
when providing security 
services to for entities with- 
in the county. 

Morgan said it is not 
uncommon for the sheriff 
to approve off duty security 
work for deputies interest- 
ed in assisting entities in 
need of security services as 


ing this offer and bringing 
it to his attention. 

Putting all that together, 
Moseley said the goal 
would be to purchase 30 
computers for the new lab 
at the high school to go 
along with the desks 
received from Vestavia 
Hills. He said he hoped he 
would be able to say this 
project was completed by 
the next board meeting. 

The only item on the 
meeting agenda requiring a 
board vote was the pro- 
posed 2019-2020 School 
Calendar for Elba City 
Schools. 

Moseley said the calen- 
dar he was recommending 
for approval is a 177-day 
calendar that more that 
meets the 1,080 hours of 
class time required by the 
state. 

However, he noted the 
state recently sent out word 
that it would like, but not 
requiring, schools to return 
to the old 180-days of 
classroom time rather than 
the hours system. He said 
he knew of several schools 
systems that had already 
approved school calendars 
prior to the state sending 
out this request. 

Moseley said all that is 
required is for the school 
system to tum in a waiver 
to the state, and there 
should be no problem with 
them approving the calen- 
dar. He said he already had 
the waiver ready to submit 
upon board approval of the 
school calendar. 

He did say there is a

Elba tested earlier this week 


25, the employees activated 
each of the three flood 
gates, cleaned the tracks in 
the roadways, oiled and 
greased bearings, and gears 
as training for employees. 
When the gates are func- 
tioning correctly the entire 
process of securing that 
road opening can be com- 
pleted in slightly over two 
minutes — far less than prior 
to the levee upgrade when 
the gapes were closed with 
timbers and sandbags. 
During this week each of 
these flood prevention 
measures will be checked 
and doubled checked and 
all employees trained on 


they are still providing pub- 
lic safety services to the 
community, and at the same 
time, it allows the officers 
to make a little extra 
money. 

Morgan further said that 
Alabama law allows for 
officers to do this and use 
their property issued by the 
local agency. He said the 
sheriff also has a policy 
regarding off duty work for 
the officers, and therefore, 
the commission also need- 
ed a resolution in place not- 
ing that deputies are 
allowed to use their county 
property for the off duty 
security services as 
approved by the sheriff. 

Commissioners approved 
the resolution with no 
opposition. 

Environmental services 
director Mike Thornton 
asked commissioners to 
approve the purchase of a

water from inside the levee 
to flow out but close when 
the river rises to flood state 
are checked for debris that 
man have floated into the 
pipes and the hinges of the 
flaps oiled. 

The two pumps have 
standby generators to keep 
them pumping if the elec- 
trical power fails during a 
flood. Each has a 500-gal- 
lon tank of fuel on site at 
each pump. These are also 
activated regularly to 
ensure they will start up 
and will pump water. 


new D6 Waste Handler for 
the landfill to replace a 
2005 model D8 that has 
lots of miles on it and is in 
need of repairs, which he 
said are not cost effective 
for the county. 

Thornton said the new 
D6 would cost $467,310.89 
and would be budget neu- 
tral for this year, if the 
county added the 2005 D8 
to surplus and sold it. He 
said any funds from the 
sale of the D8 would cover 
any costs associated with 
the new piece of equipment 
this budget year. 

Commissioners approved 
a motion to surplus and 
offer for sale the 2005 D8 
waste handler and to pur- 
chase the new D6 requested 
by Thornton for the land- 
fill.

We read last week that people have been posting per- 
sonal health information on Facebook and then com- 
plaining because Facebook ‘shared’ the information 
with others! Folks that problem is easy to solve. Just 
stop posting your private information — medical or any 
other kind - on social media. We might add . . . don’t 
send revealing photos of yourself to others and you will 
not get embarrassed and/or surprised by having them 
show up on public websites and many people’s com- 
puter. Maybe worse — Mother and Grandmother might 
see it! That ‘trusted’ friend can share it with a single 
friend and that one with two pals or trusted friends gets 
hurt feelings and embarrasses you by design. 


Last week we took the test administered to immigrants 
as they strive for nationalized citizenship.

words of mortality over 
him. In that moment, I 


remembered that all I have 
in my life is a gift from 
God, and though this tradi- 
tion may seem strange it is 
life'giving.”

The Cover Up 

My parents took a biblical approach to punishment when 
I was growing up. “Spare the rod and spoil the child” was 
taken in its most literal sense in my house. My sister Alice 
and I were the last half of four children. Alice, being two 
years older and wiser than me, thought it best to just stay 
out of trouble when at all possible. I took a different 
approach to the disciplinary practices in my home. I 
always figured it was best not to get caught. 

My philosophy was if nobody saw me do it then nobody 
can prove that I did. Alice-on the other hand, had more of 
a guilty by association conscience and broke under mild 
pressure. While she couldn’t go long without confessing 
her iniquities, she could go months at a time holding mine 
over my head while threatening to turn states evidence. 
Older sisters can think of some awful things to make a 
guilty little brother do. I’ve actually worn ballerina clothes 
and danced to keep her quiet. My dad has the pictures to 
prove it and he was always more than happy to show them 
to any date I ever had. 

My sister Leslie and I were more alike when it came to 

not getting caught. She once carved my brother Gran’s ini- 
tials into some furniture and let him take the rap for it. He 
got a spanking and she watched. She confessed as an 
adult, but she didn’t get in trouble then. Man! She was 
good. 
Alice and I developed an unspoken understanding. If we 
messed up together, I was busted because she was going to 
eventually confess, and if I did something on my own Thad 
better not let her find out. That in itself could be worse 
than confessing and being punished. However, I always 
knew that eventually Alice would have something she 
wouldn’t want Mom and Dad to find out about, and then I 
would be in the driver’s seat. 

I'll never forget one rainy day when Alice and I pre- 
tended we were going on a camping trip. We began to 
gather our supplies for our expedition, so naturally we 
started in the kitchen. We made peanut butter and jelly 
sandwiches, put milk in our thermos bottles, and packed 
them in my back pack. Alice would only drink chocolate 
milk so we had to take along some “Nestle’s Quik”, but 
since my back pack was small and space was limited we 
couldn’t take the whole can. Alice decided to put just 
enough for her milk in a plastic bag. Having secured the 
bag with a twist tie (there were no Ziploc bags in those 
days) she dropped the bag in the pack and we were off. We 
left the kitchen and headed for the dining room. 

We decided to make camp under the dinning room table. 
It was a logical choice because it provided us with plenty 
of room and shelter from the elements. After a few adven- 
turous scouting trips around the living room and den, we 
decided it was just about time for lunch. 

In hind sight I realize that the off-white carpet in the din- 
ing room was probably not the best choice for a camp site. 
Somehow in the process of unpacking our lunch Alice 
spilled the “Nestle’s Quik” powder on the carpet. Both of 
us knew immediately that this was-a' serious: problem. As 
Alice processed all of our options, something suddenly 
occurred to me. It wasn’t my fault! In fact, I didn’t even 
like chocolate milk, and my mother knew that. I was com- 
pletely innocent and I had Alice right where I had always 
wanted her. 

My sister stood at a crossroad. She did not want Mother 
to find out about this but she didn’t know what to do to

in 1908. For negroes every- 
where Johnson became a 
symbol of black power, but 
his flamboyant lifestyle and 
his marriages to two white 
women alienated - white 
fans, who also resented his 
boxing skill.

Water-damaged building may harbor mold 


The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) urges the 
public to take precaution- 
ary measures to avoid 
indoor air quality problems 
as they repair their storm- 
damaged homes and build- 
ings following recent 
floods. The recent flooding 
creates opportunity for 
molds to grow. 

"Molds are mainly a 
health hazard to that part of 
the population that is aller- 
gic to them,” Steven 
McDaniel, Bureau of 
Environmental Services, 
said. "Proper cleanup of 
molds decreases the 
amount available to cause 
symptoms." 

Most molds do not cause 
infections, but some molds 
are a health risk to people 
with immune problems 
such as HIV infection, can- 
cer patients taking 
chemotherapy and people 
who have received organ 
transplants. People with 
asthma, allergies, or other 
breathing conditions may 
be more sensitive to mold. 

To protect against health 
risks associated with mold: 

* Remove standing water 
from your home, office or 
business. 

* Remove wet materials 
such as carpets, pads, insu- 
lation, wallboard, pillows 
and mattresses. If mold 
growth has already

the moldy material. 

* Use personal protective 
equipment when cleaning 
or removing mold, These 
are gloves, goggles and an 
N-95 particle respirator 
(found at most hardware 
stores). This type of respi- 
rator may resemble a paper 
dust mask with a nozzle on 
the front. Other respirators 
are made primarily of plas- 
tic or rubber and have a 
removable cartridge that 
traps most of the mold 
spores from entering. 

* Do not use a respirator 
if you have heart disease or 
chronic lung disease such 
as asthma or emphysema. 
Due to an inability to wear 
protective equipment, per- 
sons with these conditions 
should avoid mold cleanup. 

* While cleaning up, take 
breaks in a well-ventilated 
area. Individuals with 
known mold allergies or 
asthma should not clean or 
remove moldy materials. 

¢ Do not mix bleach with 
anything except water. 
Mixing bleach with other 
liquids could produce haz- 
ardous gases from a chemi- 
cal reaction. Read and fol- 
low label instructions care- 
fully. Open windows and 
doors to provide plenty of 
fresh air. 

Cleanup needs to be done 
correctly to remove the 
musty, earthy smell from 
buildings. The first step in 
cleanup is to remove 
sources of moisture since 
remaining moisture will 
create the humidity causing 
more mold to grow. Fix any 


‘or maintain a 


leaks and remove all water. 
Using a "wet-dry" shop 
vacuum (or the vacuum 
function of a carpet steam 
cleaner) may be helpful. 
Use fans and open win- 
dows, dehumidifiers or air 
conditioning to lower the 
humidity. 

Remove all sheetrock to 
at least 12 inches above the 
high-water mark. Prevent 
the growth of mold on hard 
surfaces such as glass, plas- 
tic and metal by cleaning 
with detergent and water. 
To remove mold growth 
from hard surfaces, use 
commercial products, soap 
and water, or a bleach solu- 
tion of 1 cup of bleach in 1 
gallon of water. Use a stiff 
brush on rough surfaces 
such as concrete.

Jim Jeffries, who had retired undefeated in 
1905, returned to the ring as ‘the great 
white hope’ but Johnson easily defeated 
him in Reno, Nevada in 1910 — thus 
becoming the undisputed world heavy- 
weight title holder. Outrage at the black 
champion’s ways mounted to such a pitch 
that in 1912 he was convicted on dubious 
evidence of having violated the Mann Act 
forbidding the transport of women across 
state lines for immoral purposes. 
Sentenced to a year in prison, he fled the 
country while out on bail. 

Johnson lost his title to Jess Willard in 
April 1915 in Havana, Cuba, in a 26th 
round knockout that was regarded by many 
experts as questionable.
